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IAQ in a nutshell 


Thesis: We spend more than 90% of our time 
indoors. It makes sense that the indoor environment 
should sustain health and high productivity. 


People: We can get allergies, asthma, or suffer chemi- 
cal sensitivity from exposure to pollutants and all of 
these affect our well-being, our learning potential and 
our ability to lead productive, rewarding lives. 


Pollutants: Particulates are fibers and dust that can 
contain biological particles such as dust mite, cock- 
roach or spider excretion or parts, human and pet 
dander or skin scales, viruses, bacteria, fungi and mold 
spores, soot and asbestos. 


Gaseous contaminants include carbon dioxide, carbon 
monoxide, nitrogen dioxide and products of combus- 
tion, formaldehyde, radon, ozone and many other 
volatile organic compounds, and environmental 
tobacco smoke. 


Control Moisture: High moisture levels are a signifi- 
cant problem because they promote growth of biolog- 
ical pollutants and cause damage to buildings. Practice 
the three Ds — Deflection, Drainage and Drying. 
Building Envelope components should deflect and 
drain liquid water, prevent leaks, avoid capillary suc- 
tion from the ground, avoid migration of humid air 
indoors, and avoid condensation of water vapor. They 
should be designed to dry rapidly. Ventilation should 
get rid of indoor moist air at its source. Good design 
should ensure acceptable moisture levels indoors and 
in concealed spaces; HVAC systems and humidifiers 
should not allow condensation or wetting or microbial 
growth. 


Control Pollutants: Proper cleaning and good 
hygiene practices and pet control combined with good 
filtration of ventilation air help limit particulates. 
Gaseous contaminants arise from new construction 
materials, inadequate source of indoor chemical sup- 
plies and pollutants, and inadequate ventilation to 
dilute pollution levels. Cleaning products, air freshen- 
ers, fragrances, pesticides, markers, and workshop and 
art studios with inadequate control and ventilation are 
among the problems. 


Ensure Good Ventilation: Design systems that pro- 
vide fresh air, conditioned and filtered, in adequate 
amounts relative to the number of occupants and pol- 
lutants. Compartmentalize pollutants and exhaust 
outdoors. 


Commission Systems: Ensure that the ventilation 
system is installed and operating as designed. 


Maintenance: Provide information and staffing to 
ensure proper maintenance of ventilation systems and 
to ensure that building leaks are eliminated. Provide 
an adequate cleaning budget and program. 


Prevention: Avoid unauthorized and/or makeshift 
renovations without adequate redesign and adjust- 
ment of systems.

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MIT embarks on 
$1 billion building 
program 


MIT has embarked on 
what it describes as one 
of the most ambitious 
new building programs in 
American higher 
education, one that will 
add nearly one million s.f.

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Internship ethics: 
a piece of cake 


I read an article recently in which a Fortune 500-type 
executive was quoted as saying that he was tired of 
interviewing droves of recent graduates who seemed 
to have prepared all-too-well for positions in firms 
such as his. "Please, no more business majors!" he 
complained. 


What explains this man's aversion to future employ- 
ees eagerly trying to anticipate and serve his financial 
goals Surely, this man was not thinking of Kant's 
ethical maxim: "Treat people not merely as means 
but always as ends in themselves." Alas, it seems he 
Was not. 


The executive went on to explain that basic capacities 
to research, communicate, and analyze, such as those 
a student would develop majoring "in history, litera- 
ture, or mathematics", were nearly impossible to find 
among job applicants and yet were absolutely critical 
to his firm's success. He wished that these broad 
capacities would be learned in schools, since his firm 
did not have the proper resources to teach them. 
Similarly, he wished students would leave the specifics 
to him, so he could train new employees just the way 
he preferred. "I can teach them what we do, but I 
can't teach them how to think." 


Obviously, the executive's desire to encourage good 
basic education for his employees was not really moti- 
vated by concerns for their own personal growth. 
Instead, he was thinking prudentially: hoping to max- 
imize profit — not ethics. He was also thinking effi- 
ciently: perceiving that certain environments are best- 
suited for acquiring certain abilities, he wanted to 
match the environment to the mission. 


Kant may fault him for this position, but professionals 
should not. Businesses do not have the same special 
covenant with society that professions do. Businesses 
must simply avoid breaking the law (to avoid prosecu- 
tion). Professions, on the other hand, must hew to 
higher standards. Remember, in order to earn their 
licensed monopolies, professions must fulfill ethical 
responsibilities to their clients, the public, their col- 
leagues, and the advancement of their discipline. 


An architecture firm should prefer its new employees 
to be broadly educated (if it is in the employee's best 
interest), whether this maximizes profits or not. In the 
privileged position of a self-regulating profession, the 
profession must look out for its colleagues in order to 


maintain the good health of the profession and there- 
by maintain its high level of service to society. 

Many architecture firms seem to believe that recent 
design graduates do not have enough specific knowl- 


edge. Perhaps they would argue that general knowl- 
edge is not as important a benefit in architecture as it 


is in business. A hard case to prove, I would say, but 
just in case, let us use a more quantitative benefit: 
money. 


Most would agree that more money is better than less, 
yet architectural internship has been famous for pro- 
viding little financial dignity. At the minimum, archi- 
tects should attempt to understand and enforce the 
labor laws relevant to internship. (For example, archi- 
tectural interns cannot be paid on salary if it means 
that they can exceed 40 hours a week of work without 
overtime pay.) 


According to the definition of professions, architects 
cannot claim to respect the social purpose of the pro- 
fession — the future of the built environment — if 
they do not respect their colleagues. And further- 
more, the future of the built environment rests 
increasingly in the hands of future colleagues. It 
would behoove architects to respect their young col- 
leagues’ interests no matter what the apparent short- 
term costs. However, if the Fortune 500 can be trust- 
ed to have any sense of such financial matters, it 
seems architects can have their ethics and eat it too.

Massachusetts plans new 
architecture program 


Since 1997, the faculty of the Interior Design/ 
Architectural Studies Program at the University of 
Massachusetts/Amherst has been working with dozens 
of other faculty and staff members at the University 
and at the other institutions in the Five College net- 
work (Amherst College, Smith College, Hampshire 
College and Mount Holyoke College) to revamp the 
design program completely. Central to this effort, 
according to the University, will be the development 
of a Masters of Architecture professional degree along- 
side the program's existing professional undergraduate 
and graduate degrees in interior design and the under- 
graduate BFA in Architectural Studies. 


In January of this year the National Architectural 
Accrediting Board (NAAB) granted Candidacy Status 
to the University for an M.Arch program. If the pro- 
gram is ultimately approved and implemented by the 
University administration and accredited by NAAB, 
the University will be the only professional architec- 
ture degree at a public institution of higher learning in 
New England. 


Although the Masters program is the most important 
new feature of this effort, the University also identifies 
several related components as the basis for what 
NAAB described as potentially a “new model for 
architectural education’. Among the components 
cited were the possibilities of innovative curricula and 
cross-disciplinary research opportunities among 
numerous entities at the University itself and the 
other five neighboring institutions. 


The University also believes that the new program in 
design, if approved and accredited, will “open doors to 
significant sectors of the population that have been 
unable to afford an architectural education at a private 
institution”. 


Young designers form 
mentoring network 


Recently the BSA Fellows Committee took the initia- 
tive to create a mentoring program within the BSA. A 
workshop in January served as an effective opportuni- 
ty for brainstorming and for determining the feasibili- 
ty of a mentoring program. 


Issues such as defining mentorship, defining the struc- 
ture a mentoring program might take, and determin- 
ing how to administer such a program were examined 
during the workshop. Subsequently, a diverse task 
force was formed by Fellows Committee facilitator 
Gary Graham FAIA to take the development of a 
mentoring program to the next step. 


Jeff DeGregorio, Assoc. ALA of Payette Associates and 
Tom Robinson AIA of William Wilson Associated 
Architects were invited to co-chair the task force, 
which also includes Serena Bodner, Assoc. AIA repre- 
senting the BSA’s Young Professionals Advisory 
Council, Ray Lopolito representing the BSA’s Young 
Architects Committee, Sara Sayner, Assoc. AIA, and 
Fellows Committee members Tony Tappé FAIA and 
Charles Tseckares FAIA along with Graham.

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Worried about mold...and 
lawsuits? 


More than one BSA member has raised questions about 
the apparently growing number of claims being made 
against architects related to mold in almost every water- 
related professional liability suit. Concern also has been 
expressed about the alleged efforts by professional liability 
insurance companies to exclude mold-related coverage in 
design-firm policies. The BSA asked Frank Musica of 
Victor O. Schinnerer & Co. in Maryland to fill us in. 


The CNA/Schinnerer program is monitoring mold 
claims on a monthly basis. We know that states such 
as California, Texas, Florida, South Carolina, Oregon 
and Washington are the “hot” spots for mold claims 
but we have claims from places like Minnesota too. 


The average opening reserve on a water infiltration/ 
mold claim is about twice the normal reserve. The 
claims reps are seeing mold alleged on every water- 
related case but so far have not seen mold as a cause of 
coverage (or rate) problems. To this point, the biggest 
payouts in the insurance industry are on homeowners 
and general liability policies. 


Our goal is not to leave architects as targets for mold 
claims because they have the only coverage. We want 
to protect the ALA Commended Program from cata- 
strophic losses such as class-action mold claims but we 
also want to give architecture firms the broadest possi- 
ble coverage for property damage claims. 


Most insurers, including many professional liability 
insurers, are excluding mold coverage by defining it as 
a pollutant or creating a separate, specific, mold exclu- 
sion. While we have excluded coverage on our CGL 
and contractors’ policies (as has the rest of the CGL 
and contractors’ market), we have no plans to add a 
blanket exclusion in design professional liability poli- 
cies. There is a lot of pressure for mold exclusions by 
reinsurers because of the many unknowns: you can't 
charge for an exposure you can't quantify. With the 
huge interest in the mold issue among plaintiffs’ attor- 
neys, reinsurers are becoming very cautious — they 
do not want to be the source of income to attorneys 
who think (as an ABA Journal article stated) that 
“MOLD IS GOLD”. There are numerous seminars 
being given on how to litigate a mold claim. The 
plaintiffs’ bar is gearing up. And we are gearing up the 
defense bar as well. 


We do have a filed mold exclusion provision that 
would specify that there is no coverage for bodily 
injury claims related to mold. That was filed just in 
case we start to see significant class-action cases (school- 
children, nursing-home patients, etc.). But there are no 
plans to incorporate this into policies at this time. 
More importantly, there are no plans to eliminate cov- 
erage for property damage (the leaking roof caused by a 
negligent design that results in water infiltration that 


damages the interior because of mold), which is being 


done by some of our competitors. 


We think that much of the risk caused by the increa- 
sed legal sensitivity to mold can be mitigated through 
good management practices. If you have been looking 
at our newsletter for policyholders, you have seen that 
we have provided management advice about sound 
communication and management techniques and in 
our July/August issue we again address the issue of 
preventing mold claims by addressing the prevention 
of water infiltration with contract language that focus- 
es on responsibility for the causes of mold such as 
incorporating wet materials or creating damaging site 
drainage situations.

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Redmon honored by BSA 


Chuck Redmon FAIA, a principal of Cambridge 
Seven Associates, has been named the 2002 recipient 
of the BSA Award of Honor. 


The Award of Honor, conferred once each year by the 
BSA Board of Directors, recognizes extraordinary con- 
tributions to the profession and to the BSA over a sig- 
nificant period of time. Redmon will be honored at a 
special industry celebration at Build Boston on 
November 14. 


Over 25 years of tireless service to the public and to the 
profession both nationally and at home in Boston, 
Redmon has championed the improvement of the qual- 
ity of design in our nation’s cities and towns and the 
quality of urban design in Boston's public realm. As his 
colleagues on the BSA Urban Design Committee over 
the past two decades note well, Redmon is driven by his 
passion for good design and his love of cities. 


Redmon joined the AIA in 1975 and immediately 
signed on to the national Regional and Urban Design 
Assistance Team (R/UDAT) program and went on to 
serve as its national co-chair and then chair for a 15- 
year period. In 1985, he was awarded the distin- 
guished Edward C. Kemper Award by the national 
AIA in recognition of his national service to the pub- 
lic and the profession. He played an active role on 
eight R/UDAT teams and organized as many as 50 
more. He also chaired the AIA 20/20 Vision for 
America program, which was designed to help local 
AIA chapters engage their communities in sensible 
planning and urban design strategies. 


Here at home, Redmon was president of the BSA 
in1988 and it was under his leadership at that time 
that the BSA published the Civic Design Agenda, ini- 
tiated the national Boston Visions Competition, and 
purchased The Architects Building for the profession's 
new home. Earlier, Redmon was one of the founding 
members of the Environmental Education Fund, a 
non-profit foundation that connected architects to 
schoolchildren. This program was one of the inspira- 
tions for the BSA’s creation of the Boston Foundation 
for Architecture, for which Redmon served as a board 
member for several years. 


Redmon also has been an active leader in a number of 
the BSA’s well-respected public charrettes focusing on 
issues such as the Central Artery, the Urban Ring, the 
reclamation and adaptive re-use of Fort Devens, and 
the Fort Point Channel area in Boston. He served as 
the BSA. representative on the “Big Dig” Bridge 
Design Review Committee, which led to the current 
design of the Leonard Zakim Bunker Hill Bridge, the 
capstone of the Big Dig. He also served as jury chair 
for the Boston City Hall Plaza Ideas Competition and 
served as an advisor to the Trust for City Hall Plaza. 
Chuck also is active in efforts to plan the future use of 
land liberated by the Big Dig.

Downsizing in a slow economy has significant 
impacts not only on our businesses but on individual 
employees.
